The Dominion Forest 
Reserves 


The Dominion Forest Reserves are 
intended to preserve and produce a 
perpetual supply of timber for the peo- 
ple of the ‘prairie, the homesteaders’ 
need being consided of first impor. 
tance. They are not intended to fur. 
nish wood for the lumber trade. 
Hence in policy of the department is 
favorable to small mills rather than to 
large ones which need large tracts of 
forest and manufacture lumber beyond 
the needs of the settlers.’’ In those 
words Mr. Knechtel, Inspector of 
Dominion Forest Reserves, defines the 
objects for which the Dominion For- 
est reserves are being managed in 
bulletin No. 3 of the Forestry Branch 
of the Department of Interior. 

Mr. Knechtel gives a list of the re- 
serves, with the dates when they were
